(.Extract of a Letter from M. Argelander to the Astronomer Royal.) 

a I have the honour to inform you of the discovery of a comet 
last night by Dr. Winnecke. Its approximate position by the 
chart was 

R.A. Decl. 

March 8, 14** M.T. 258° 44' — i° 57' 

6i Observations with the ring-micrometer, which are not yet 
completely reduced, give the following position : 

R.A. Decl. 

March 8, i5 h 58™ M.T. 258° 55' — i° 55' 

and the daily motion in right ascension + 108', in declination o. 

“ The comet is a faint nebulous object about 2' or 3' in diameter, 
and without any trace of a nucleus. 

“ Bonn , March 9, 1858. ” 

A circular containing the announcement of the foregoing dis¬ 
covery was forwarded to the observers throughout the country, 
along with the Annual Report.
